City Council 
Again Hears 
General Plan 

YORBA LINDA - A public 
hearing on the general plan was 
reopened last Tuesday by the City 
Council and was continued again 
until last night. 

City councilmen and local 
citizens last week heard Orange 
County Road Commissioner Ted 
McConville outline future plans 
for arterial highways and new 
concepts in road systems. 

Future highways may be 
designed with bicycle and walking 
trails along the sides as major 
transportation corridors, 
according to McConville. 

The road department presently 
allows alternative roads to be 
widened and tries to cooperate 
with a city if it opposes a certain 
extension or expansion, 
McConville said. Master plans for 
the county’s roads are revised and 
updated at least every three or 
four months, he estimated. 

“Keeping roads narrow doesn’t 
discourage traffic, but it does 
cause more accidents,” 
commented the commissioner. If 
any street is near a major area or 
attraction that generates traffic, 
that street will be congested, 
especially if it is narrow, said 
McConville. 

Following his presentation, 
acting chairman Vice Mayor 
Rudolph Castro asked for citizens 
comments and responses to Yorba 
Linda’s proposed general plan. 

A resolution was presented to 
the council in behalf of local 
taxpayers by Harold Van Patten 
requesting that the eastern section 
of Yorba Linda be protected from 
high density development. 

“It would be imposing a real 
devaluation of the dollar upon 
local people by adopting a low 
density plan,” said Julius 
Feldman, a property owner. He 
predicted a demand for housing 
on smaller lots, doubting that few 
people would want or could 
afford large lots. 

In order to comply with the 
proposed low density 
development, the costs to a 
developer for sewers, lighting, 
curbs and landscaping would 
suggest $70,000 homes, for which 

there is no real market today, said 
Steve Bradford, an engineer and 
developer.

Placentia Council Approves 
Zone Change For R6-PUD 


PLACENTIA — A zone change 
from R-3 to R-G-PUD 
(condominiums) was approved by 
the City Council recently after a 
lengthy presentation of a 
proposed plan for the area by a 
developer. 

The zone change was originally 
filed by the city in order to bring 
the area into conformance with 
the recently adopted general plan, 
which showed low to medium 
density on the site located at the 
northeast corner of Kraemer 
Boulevard and Golden Avenue. 

The proposed development 
would contain 365 units on about 
40 acres, about 8.5 units per acre. 
It would include 122 single-family 
attached units around the 
perimiter and 243 townhouse 
units in the central area. 

Architects To 

Plan Center 
Are Selected 

PLACENTIA — Two architects 
have been jointly named by the 
City Council and the Library 
District Board of Trustees to 
design several civic buildings soon 
to be under construction. 

Griffin and Banks of Buena Park 
was selected to design a new fire 
station to be located in the south 
part of Placentia and the 
corporation yard to be located 
near Rose Drive and Orangethorpe 
Avenue. 

Heitschmidt, Mounce and 
Associates were selected to do the 
civic center facilities and library. 
The civic center will be located at 
the corner of Kraemer Boulevard 
and Chapman Avenue. 

Location for the library has not 
yet been finally determined. The 
district owns property at Morse 
and Kraemer but is considering 
placing its facility on the city civic 
center site. 

Griffin and Banks will also do 
site analysis on several park sites, 
including the proposed park in 
Atwood. 

No time has been set for 
completion of the architectural 
work. 


The change had been forwarded 
to the City Council by the 
Planning Commission without 
recommendation because of a tie 
vote. 

In other action the council 
continued a zone change proposed 
for the area on both sides of 
Kraemer Boulevard north of Alta 
Vista Street, another city-initiated 
change. 

Councilmen denied an appeal by 
the McCarthy Co. of some 
conditions on a tract in the area 
bounded by Santa Fe Avenue, the 
Orange Freeway and the railroad 
tracks. The tract is for low income 
families with homes selling for 
about $24,000 with federal 
subsidies. 

They also approved a tentative 
tract map submitted by 
Standard-Pacific for a large parcel 
north of Alta Vista and east of the 
extension of Madison Avenue. 

Area Residents 
Recover Some 
Stolen Goods 

PLACENTIA - Last week, 
Placentia Police apprehended a 
pair of young burglary suspects 
after they were alerted by a 
neighbor whose garage was rifled. 
After reading about the incident 
in the News-Times two other 
neighbors reported suspicious 
incidents to the police and were 
able to recognize their property 
from the loot which police had 
impounded. 

Kenneth Clark of 1702 Hamer 
Drive had need for socket 
wrenches and found they were 
missing from his garage. When he 
checked with the police he was 
able to identify the wrench set, 
and an intercom-radio 
combination at the police station, 
which had been in his garage. 

After she read about the

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PUSD Board Adjourns To 
Special Mooting On Friday 


PLACENTIA - The Placentia 
Unified School District Board of 
Trustees will meet again Friday, 
August 27 at 4 p.m. in the board 
room to complete Monday 
evening’s agenda and to select two 
architects to design new schools 
planned for construction over the 
next year. 

In action Monday the board 
authorized the sale of $2,435,000 
in bonds for site acquisition and 
school construction, named 
Robert Jones as assistant principal 


at Valencia High School, approved 
the proposed fringe benefit 
program subject to county 
counsel approval, and approved 
the new busing schedule. 

Board members also approved 
the plan to house students at 
Fairmont School until 
construction is finished in 
mid-November. Grades K-3 will be 
at Glenknoll while grades 4-6 will 
be in a separate building at 
Bernardo Yorba Intermediate 
School. 


YL Planners Deny Zone 
Change Requested By City 


YORBA LINDA - The Planning 
Commission Monday 'evening 
denied a zone change on 19 acres 
of land located on the east side of 
Lakeview Avenue south of 
Oriente Drive. The City Council 
had requested a change from R-4 
Suburban Residential Zoning to 
R-1 12,000 (foot lots) or other 
R-1 Single Family Residential 
Zoning. 

Several residents of nearby 
properties appeared at the 
meeting and favored the zone 
change. Owners of property 
located in the proposed zoning 
change were present including 
Earl Thompson with his attorney, 
John Dean. 

Thompson and his brother own 
a large portion of the acreage and 
have graded it planning to 
construct one-story garden 
apartments as soon as funds 
become available.

Sign Program 
For Shopping 
Center Set 

PLACENTIA — A signing 
program for the Placentia Plaza 
Shopping Center was approved by 
the City Council at its last 
meeting. 

The program includes a variance 
to allow the sign on the Bargain 
Basket Market to remain as it is. 
Variance requested for the 
Placentia Liquor and Placentia 
Drug signs were denied. 

Most of the signs in the center 
will be changed to a 2-1/2 foot 
high sign with white or light 
yellow background. Sign width 
will be determined by area 
allowed under the sign ordinance. 

The center, which has several 
different owners, was given until 
the end of January to get the new 
signs up. To insure, that this is 
done the Bargain Basket variance 
will be reviewed at that time. 

The signs on the 32 stores in the 
center -are being replaced because 
they will be in violation of the 
city sign ordinance as of 
September 1. 

The center has about half of the 
approximately 60 signs in the city 
which will have to be changed to 
meet the code, adopted three 
years ago after much joint study 
by the Chamber of Commerce and 
the city. .

The commission as well as some 
of the interested persons present 
felt there was “no urgency” in 
granting a change at this time 
since zoning may be changed here 
and there after the Master Plan 
Zoning is set up. In the absence of 
Commissioner Ann Capron, the 
vote to 3^1 to deny the-ehauge. 

Other business consisted of the 
Continuation of Consideration of 
Tentative Tract Map No. 4633 
and No. 5993 which contain “pan 
handle” or “flag” lots. At the 
Commissions August 9 meeting, it 
was brought out that there was no 
city ordinance governing this type 
of lot. The City Council, at its 
August 16 meeting, adopted 
Urgency Ordinance No. 156 
which permits such lots to be 
included in subdivisions under 
certain conditions.

In Rates 


PLACENTIA — A tax rate of 
$1.38 per $100 assessed valuation 
has been set by the City Council. 
The rate represents a reduction of 
five cents below last year’s rate of 
$1.43. 

The reduction represents the 
first change in the rate since it was 
increased by 15 cents by the 
voters to pay for the park bond 
issue in 1968. 

Prior to that the rate had been 
at $1.28 for many years.

Letters were sent out to 
all service clubs, churches 
and civic organizations,

The conclusion, naturally 
reached by the police 
department is that Placentia 
is an affluent city, and there 
are no needy persons here, 
as only four replies were 
received. 

One came from a Buena 
Park resident, who had read 
the story in the local press. 
One was from a person who 
did not wish to drive her 
son on his paper route, and 
the others were not of the 
acceptable type.

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George Key Will Display Collection Of Memorabilia 


George Key, eminent 
Placentia historian and 
authority on Placentia and 
Orange County’s heritage, 
will place a share of his 
unique personal historic 
memorabilia on display 
during Placentia Heritage 
Festival Days, it was 
announced this week.

The six sessions scheduled 
under Agricultural 
Engineering are Nature and 
the Use of Concrete, Bricks, 
and Block; Wood, Plastic, 
and Metal in Horticultural 
Construction; Ornamental 
Lighting; Overhaul and 

Repair of the Small Gas 

Engine; Horticultural 
Machinery and Equipment; 
and Sprinkler Installation. 

Horticulture Technician 
Training will be offered in 
the regular day program and 
in the evening extended day 
program. Students may 

register for the day class 
which meets on Tuesdays 
from 1 to 4 p.m. or in the 
evening class which meets 
on Monday from 6:30 to 
9:30 p.m. 

The Agricultural 
Engineering course will 
meet in the regular day 
program on Tuesday and 
Thursday mornings from 8 
a.m. tolla.m.

Finnell Reples To Editorial 


To The Editor: 

I was distressed to read 
your editorial in the August 
18, 1971, issue of the 

News-Times concerning the 
Placentia sign ordinance. I 
say this not because the 
editorial was critical of the 
City of Placentia, but 
because it started with an 
untrue statement of fact 
and ended with an 
emotional unfounded 
allegation concerning the 
City Planning Department. 

I would like to state the 
facts surrounding the 
Placentia sign ordinance. It 
was not an ordinance that 
was passed, adopted and 
imposed by the City on the 
businessmen of this 
community. It was, in fact, 
an ordinance that was 
conceived with joint 
participation between the 
Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce, the Placentia 
Planning Commission, and 
the Placentia City Council. 
The Chamber of Commerce 
had been critical of the 
previous sign ordinance and 
in late 1967 and early 1968 
they worked with the 
Planning Commission of the 
City of Placentia in an 
effort to arrive at a sign 
ordinance which was less 
restrictive than that 
currently existing. For 
instance, the new sign 
ordinance allows 30% 
greater signing than the old 
sign ordinance. 

Included in the sign 
ordinance in 1968 was a 
section that stated that 
non-conformii^ s^ns, i.e., 
those signs that did not 
meet the new ordinance, 
must be replaced by 
September, 1970. In the 
summer of 1970, the 
Planning Department 
advised the City Council 
that, according to the 
ordinance, all non-conform¬ 
ing signs would have to be 
put in conformance 
according to the law. The 
City Council, while 
recognizii^ that the 
business community had 
been involved in the 
construction of the sign 
ordinance, felt that rather 
than invoking the law, 
letters would be sent to 
those businesses not in 
conformity and advise them 
that the City would give 
them one additional year to 
bring their s^ns up to the 
standard set forth in the 
ordinance. It was recognized 
by the City that this would 


provide the businessmen 
time to budget for such 
capital improvements. The 
year’s extension is up on 
September 1, 1971. 

However, I would like to 
point out that there are not 
200 signs in Placentia that 
will become illegal on 
September 1, there are only 
59 and approximately 50% 
of them are in one specific 
shopping center. 

You describe the 
ordinance as “ridiculously 
restrictive and nonsensical”. 
1 disagree with your 
description entirely. I would 
like to point out that a 
survey made in July, 1967, 

of 200 cities in California 
indicated that 117 cities 
were considering new sign 
regulations. Of that total, 
108 indicated that the 
proposed regulations would 
be more restrictive than 
those presently in existence 
and 73 of them indicated 
that they would be more 
restrictive by reducing the 
sign area. At the same time, 
this City took steps to make 
the sign ordinance less 
restrictive. You also 
indicated that you “resent 
the obvious bungling of the 
Placentia Planning 
Department in their 
handling of this ordinance”. 
1 believe the above facts 
showing the origin of the 
ordinance and the delay in 
implementation of the 
non-conforming section 
certainly indicate that our 
City Planning Department 
has, unlike other cities, 
involved the businessmen of 
this community in 
developing the ordinance 
and has given recognition to 
the economic facts by 
recommending a one year 
delay. 

I would also bring to your 
attention that approxi¬ 
mately one year and one 
half ago, the Placentia 
Chamber of Commerce 
conducted a survey of its 
members to determine if, in 
the opinion of the 
businessmen of this 
community, additional 
changes were needed in the 
new sign ordinance. 

My information is that 
they received two replies, 
one of which indicated that 
the sign ordinance was fine 
and the other indicating a 
change should be made. 
This certainly doesn’t sound 
to any objective person that 
the businessman feels we are 
“strangling business” as 
your editorial states. 


The City of Placentia 
welcomes constructive 
criticism aimed at improving 
its services to the 
community. As you know, 
the public hearing was held 
on Tuesday, August 17, 
1971, to discuss the first 
variance request dealing 
with the non-conforming 
section of the Placentia sign 
ordinance. I asked at least 
five times if anyone in the 
audience wished to address 
the City Council on the 
variance request. You and 
your publisher were both in 
the audience, and neither 
one of you came forward to 
offer any testimony, and 
yet at that very instant, 
your newspaper was being 
sent with its untrue 
statements and unfounded 
allegations to thousands of 
people in this community. I 
personally find the two 
actions hard to understand.

Perhaps this was a 
breakdown in communica¬ 
tions.

We also know that some 
developers and potential 
businessmen have loudly 
denounced their handling 
by the Planning department. 

If the City of Placentia is
